To me the word Gettysburg con­ 
tains within itself all tliat is sacred. 
The mere mention of it conjures up 
a thousand conflicting thoughts and 
arouses the profoundest of emotions. 


j It bring to mind the heart-rending 
picture of a country divided, locked 
. in mortal conflict, father against 
sen, brother against brother; the 
j formulation of a national cemetery, 
its dedication; and finally, over and 
j above the whole thing, the shadow 
of a tall and gaunt man rising up 
1 and extending out his arms with a 
pleading 
and 
imploring 
gesture. 
Those long arms stop not within 
their own physical limitations, nor 
do they stop at 
the end of 
the 
speaker’s platform, nor with the 
benediction of the surrounding dead, 
but they extend out and embrace 
the whole country in a desperate 
plea for peace, union and equality. 
“The owner of thase eloquent 
firms is a man bigger than the war 
itself, a man who holds the destiny 
of a nation as an ideal, who remem­ 
bers its bitter struggle at birth and 
visualizes its brilliant future, aud 
who would fight for the proposition 
that all men were created equal 
even though it would mean the ruin 
of that for which he were fighting— 
for a nation divided against itself 
is w’orse than no nation at all. 
"Abraham Lincoln! The martyr for 
I an ideal! Th* saint of a nation! The 
most reverenced of men today, yet 
(the most criticized of men in his 
day! 
"Then came the climax and the 
'turning point of the war. 
Meade 
stopped Lee with a glorious victory 
at Gettysburg and drove him back 
to the South, while at the same time 
G rant 
carried 
Vicksburg 
which 
opened the Mississippi to the North 
and split the Confederacy in twain. 
“F*rom the vantage point of time 
and history we can now see that 
, the battle of Gettysburg was the 
actual turning point of the war. But 
at that time its real importance was 
not realized. 
Did 
Lincoln 
realize 
I its significance? He did—and this is 
why. 
“After the battle the valiant dead 
were buried where they fell, here, 
I there, and yonder. 
The necessity 
of a proper and fitting burial for 
them was felt. A national cemetery 
was then proposed, with its dedica­ 
tion set for 'Hiursday, November 19. 
Now the middle of November is a 
curious time to choose for outdoor 
J ceremonies 
on 
account 
of 
the 
vagaries of the weather. 
However, 
such a time was chosen to suit the 
convenience of Edward Everett, the 
chosen speaker of the day. 
“The greatest orator of his time, 
a renowned scholar, a one time 
governor and United States senator, 
'sufficient time had to be allowed so 


J that he could 
prepare a speech 
worthy of the occasion. Invitations 
were then sent out to all 
the 
celebrities, not forgetting Lincoln; 
i and out of deference for his rank of 
president he was asked to deliver a 
few appropriate remarks. 
“Imagine the surprise of the com­ 
mittee when the president accepted! 
Had he not more important things 
to do than to attend the dedication 
of a cemetery? Had not a number 
of the cabinet members already re- 
! fused on account of the pressure of 
I immediate business? Had he more 
; time than 
they? 
Why 
then did 
the president accept? 
“The wiseacres of the time knew. 
Lincoln was going to Gettysburg to 
‘deliver a political speech—Lincoln 
; wras going to play politics over the 
graves of men but three months 
dead. It would be a public desecra- 
I tion of a sacred place. Immediately 
a hue and cry was raised against 
j Lincoln. 
Again from the vantage 
point of time we can see that this 
could not possibly be true. Why then 
did Lincoln go to Gettysburg? 
“Lincoln 
had 
the 
genius—the 
genius that all great men possess­ 
or thinking of things in a broad 
way. He thought of the details al­ 
ways with reference to the whole. 
He knew and he felt that the tide 
of battle had turned at Gettysburg.^ 
He realized that now was the time 
to strike forward, to carry the war 
to its logical conclusion. 
“And this, incidentally, explains 
his impatience at Meade for not 
pursuing and annihilating Lee after 
the battle of Gettysburg. 
He felt 


, that had Meade followed. Lee could 
not have 
resisted and 
the war 
wrould have ended then and there. 
He felt also that now was the 
•psychological time to appeal to the 
nation, and a more fitting place 
than Gettysburg could nofv have 
been chosen 
“Emotionally it was perfect. Lin­ 
coln was not too big a man to feel. 
His heart went cut to every single 
man who had given up his life for 
the cause of the union. Gettysburg 
was the emotional stimulus that 
brought immortal message into Ilia 
mind. 
At that moment he was a 
creative artist and he knew that he 
had a message to give the world. 
That is why Lincoln went to Gettys­ 
burg. 
"Thursday. November 19, 1863. was 
ideal 
for 
the 
dedication. 
With 
thousands of people assembled in 
the cemetery, Edward Everett ad­ 
dressed them 
with beautiful and 
moving words. His speech lasted an 
hour and fifty-seven minutes. When 
the storm of applause had subsided. 
Lincoln arose and delivered his few 
appropriate remarks. 
In less than 
three minutes he finished and sat 
down. 
Silence greeted his speech. 
In contrast to Everett's his address 
was so short th at no one realized it 
had begun before it was all over. 
And those that did hear it were too 
over-awed 
to 
respond. 
Lincoln 
thought his speech a failure. 
• But today we know differently. 
What Everett said in two hours now 
no one remembers. 
What Lincoln 
said in three minutes will never be 
forgotten. 
True as an oration at 
the time, it was a failure. 
But as 
a piece of literature It now ranks 
with the greatest. It has been trans­ 
lated into every known tongue; it 
has 
been 
carved 
in 
stone 
and 
moulded in bronze. 
Everett, the 
scholar and critic, recognized its 
greatness, for he himself said to 
Lincoln 
a 
short 
time after: 
‘I 
should be glad if I could flatter my­ 
self that I came as near to the cen­ 
tral idea of the occasion in two 
hours as you did in two minutes.’ 
Sixty-eight years have now passed 
since Lincoln delivered his immortal 
address, and in these years changes 
have occurred in our mode of living 
and our philosophy of life. Most of 
these changes are for the good; our 
comfort and convenience have been 
increased a hundredfold; w*e lead 
the world in invention and produc­ 
tion. But with every good there al­ 
ways seems to be an attendant evil. 
t 
"Our problem today is economic 
and sociologic. The machine, over­ 
production, has thrown, not thou­ 
sands, but millions of men out of 
work; and a man down and out. cold 
and starving, is a fit subject for 
communistic propaganda. The seeds 
of discontent having been sown will 
sprout and like a wandering seed 
will entwine in its tentacles not only 
the dfciemployed but the employed as 
well. 
The movement will gain in 
impetus and if not checked will 
precipitate the country into a tre- 
. mendous catastrophe. But this need 
not be and won’t be. 
The trouble 
just started, can be checked, and Is 
being checked. The situation is still 
problematical. 
“In Lincoln’s day, however, the 
problem was real. The country was 
on the verge of collapse. The cause 
was 
again economic; 
the 
result 
secession; slavery the pivot on which 
the two swung around. In this ter­ 
rific crisis Abraham Lincoln rose up 
a leader, struck out a path, and 
I asked the people to follow. 
The 
(people courageously followed; the 
nation was saved. 
Since then the 
Union has been stronger than ever, 
and because of this greater Union a 
prosperity unprecedented in the his­ 
tory of the world has been achieved. 
"Today we have our leaders; they 
are mapping out a mode of pro- 
I cedure. It is up to us to have faith 
J and courage to cooperate and to fol­ 
low. Give the leaders a chance be- 
for you condemn them.”

ST. VITUS DANCE 
St. Vitus Dance, or chorea, Is a 
form of rheumatic fever In which 
the involvenWnt of the nervous sys­ 
tem is the most prominent feature. 
However, the disease is not lim­ 
ited, but may at the very same 
time, or subsequently, extend to 
and involve the heart. 
All present indications point to 
the virus of rheumatic fever which 
has not as yet been isolated or es­ 
tablished as the cause of chorea. 
Presumably it affects the brain 
tissue and causes changes therein 
which are responsible for the jerky, 
sudden, uncontrollable movements 
winch are characteristic of the dis­ 
ease. 
Chorea Is more common in chil­ 
dren than it is in adults. 
It may 
be the first manifestation of rheu­ 
matic fever. 
Chorea is two to three times as 
common among girls as among boys. 
There appears to be a constitu­ 
tional predisposition In those af­ 
fected with the disease. 
A picture of the typical girl suf­ 
fering from an onset of chorea, 
would show a rather tall, anaemic, 
thin youngster, between the ages of 
seven and twelve. 
She is usually 
bright, conscientious, emotional and 
fidgety. 
Excessive 
study, 
worry 
and 
fright, while not causes of chorea, 
niay in the rheumatic child predis­ 
pose it to the development of the 
condition. 
Early symptoms of the involve­ 
ment of the nervous system are 
changes in temperament. 
The child 
may 
bceome 
head­ 
strong and resentful. It is likely to 
I show emotional instability, to cry

By F. B. Colton 
Washington (AP)— Another ,pbm- 
etary system, a sort of “twin" of the 
system to which the earth befogs, 
probably is whirling about some gun 
far away in outer space, says Pjof. 
Willem De Sitter, noted Dutch a s­ 
tronomer. 
In a report to the Washington 
academy of science he state* th at 
both systems must have been "boh)” 
in similar fashion when one speed­ 
ing sun “sideswiped" another triil- 
lions of years ago on the broad 
traffic lanes among the stars. 
A sun from outer space “scraped 
fenders" with our own sun in the 
distant past and the debris that 
flew off formed the earth and Other 
planets, Professor De Sitter holds. 
Only One Other Such System 
There is a one-to-one probability 
that the sun would “sideswipe’* an ­ 
other sun during its lifetime atf 
million years. De Sitter has csdcu-* 
lated. 
This ration of frequency would In 
dicate th at only about one other 
such collision could have occurred, 
he said. tending to show there la 
only one other planetary system hie 
that of which the earth is a part. 
To Professor De Sitter a “Side­ 
swiping" collision, however, is the 
only satisfactory way of explaining 
how the planets originated. It also 
explains, he says, why the planets 
nearest the sun are small, those at 
a greater distance are larger, and 
those still 
farther away become 
small again. 
Five-hour Collision 
The sun that collided with our 
own sun might have been rushing 
at a speed of between 50 and IOO 
miles a second. 
Our own sun is 
about one million times the size of 
the earth. 
Probably the other sun 
was fully as large. 
The collision. Professor De Sitter 
estimates, lasted from two to five 
hours. In his theory, the impact of 
the- collision started our .sun rotat­ 
ing from west to east, the direction 
it still 
follows. 
An oval-sfeaped 
mass of m atter was drawn out frug) 
the sun by the other sun’s attrac­ 
tion, and thrown in the same direc­ 
tion as the spin of the sun. 
The large center of the oval broke 
up into large fragments, Dc Sitter 
says, and the tapering ends formed . 
the smaller planets nearest to m d6 * 
farthest from the sun. 
Ail Planets Gas At First 
At first all the planets are be­ 
lieved to have been masses of hot 
gas. following a very elliptical path 
around the sun. The small planets 
cooled most quickly and became 
liquid.

The same view has been voiced 
by Chinese leaders ever since the 
Industrial revolution that began in 
the west when the eighteenth cen­ 
tury forced the developing factories 
of Europe and America to seek new 
outlets for their products. 
China was at its zenith under 
Ch ien Lung, celebrated Manchu em­ 
peror who ruled from 173 to 1796. 
The Chinese had defeated all tribes­ 
men to the north, they held undis­ 
puted suzerainty 
over 
Kora, and 
their possessions of Manchuria and 
Mongolia were undisputed. 
Seek To Break Trade Barriers 
China's contempt for anything

held the occidental traders in check, 
but the British. Dutch and Portu­ 
guese persisted in their effort 
break down the trade restrictions 
The first open clash came in 1839 
when China seized all the opium
